TUG NICOL RAISED.
-

Wreckers Lifted Her from Her
Ooean Bed This Afternoon.

Found Her Exactly Where "The
Evening World" Looa.ed Her.

II Is Possible that Bodies May Be
Found In Her Hull.

HIOHLANDS OF XAVKHNK, N. J
July 9. The wreok of the tug James U,

Nlcol, which foundered oft this ooast
Bunday, Juno St, was raised to the sur-

face or the sea this afternoon by
wreckers.

The hull of the tessel Is distinctly
vlelble from the Highlands.

Whether It contains any of the bodies
af tho forty or more persons who were
drowned by the sinking of the Nlcol, can- - .

nat be determined fr;m this point. j

The raising of the tug was accom-plu:-.- d

vry quickly and apparently very
euocoiafully. This was no doubt duo to

the smoothness of the sea.
The wreckers are now towing the

hulk towards Bandy Hook, and may
beach the wreck there.

Capt. Klvlln, of the Chapman Der-

rick and Wrecking Company, 70 Bouth
street, with two tugs and a steam der- -

rick float, capable of hoisting 13B tons,
went down the Bay at 4 o'clook this
morning to raise the wreck of the
tug James D. Nlcol.

The tug was found lust where "The
Evening World's" tug Assistance locatud
her, threo miles east, one-ha- lf touth of
the Highland Lights, three days after
'he disaster and before any other effort
hid been made In that direction.

"The Evening World'a" diver, John
Rice, examined the Nlcol, but found
no bodies, though the bottom for miles '

was dragged for two days and a half
by "The Evening World s" expedition.
Every effort was made to recover some
of the bodies for the bereaved families,
none of them possessing the means to
Institute a search on their own account.

Though no boll.s were found, the
Nlcol was located, and a portion of the
wreck dragged to tho surface wus Iden-t'fle- d

by her owners.
I an Baturday tugs of the Chapman

Wrecking Company went down the bay,
and the Nlcol was again found

Divers went down and made fast two
ropes to the wreck und floated us many
buoys, to mark the spot.

Just tiotv, ' ui tho
membsrs of tin rallrjad orgnulaitlons
of the Utats are opposad to the Ameri-
can Hallway Union, and the other tradoi,
are split up Into several central bodies,
opposing cfch other's ever action.

Thre are only sight lodges of the
Brotherhood of Locomotive Knglneere '
In this city and vicinity, Lodgo No. 1

b.lng tho only one located In New York,
the others having their headiiusrterB
In Brooklyn. Jersey City and Ilobukcn.
Lodge No. 145 Is composed of men

on the New York Central Hall-ron-

all very loyal to the Vanderbllts
and Mr. Dcpew.

The Knights of Labor have been al-

most entirely rooted out from the New
York Central ever since the great strike
In 1S91, and Chief Arthur Is supreme on
the Vanderbllt system. Arthur's men
will not gu out In sympathy with the
followers of Dibs, whose principal nm-bltl-

Is to overthrow Arthur. Sargent
and the leaders of the other brother-
hoods.

Tho locomotive engineers In Brooklyn,
Jersey City and Hoboken are Arthur
men, every one of them, and there la no
fear that they will leave their engine, at
the order of Debs or Sovereign.

Ho It Is with the lodges of the switch-
men, carmen, conductors, trackmen, tire-me- n

and located In Jersey
City, Communlpaw nnd West Hoboken.
They all belong to the old brothel hoods,
whose existence Is n barrier to the new
movement of the American Railway
Union.

There are about 10.000 engineers, fire-
men, conductors, ttalnmen and cleaners
in this city employed on surface and
elevated roads. Of this number less
than one thousand belong to the brother-
hoods and none to the Knight? of Labor.
As they will not go out, It Is not likely
that tho 9.000 others not belonging to nn
labor organisation will Join in a sympa-
thetic strike.

As to the other trade unions. It may
be sali) wttb safety that thslr members
are not In a condition nor In a mood
to Join a general strike movement, bo
many men are out of employment that
the others fear they would be replaced
at once If u general strike were eclded
upon by the different central bodies.

The building trades workmen are bet-
ter organised than any others, and they
are only too glad to get tho few Jobs
to be . ad at precept. Their unions are
very conservative, and the leaders even
oppose political action, and, as many
trades tire fighting among themselves, It
Is declared to bo an Impossibility to
bring these elements together In sym-
pathy with Western railroad strikers.

The only result of the present agita-
tion will probably be large s,

and It is not unlikely that at these
mRss-meetln- some turbulent scenes
may be enacted. This, at least. Is the
opinion of all men who are Intimately
acquainted with the strength and dispo-
sition of the men organised In labor
unions In this city.

Of course, the men all sympathise
with any strike, and they pass resolu-
tions and. If necessary, collect a few
hundred dollars for strikers, but that Is
ibout all they have ever done.

There Is not a labor organization In
New York and vicinity that ha' not
passed resolutions sympathising with the
pr.sent strike of railroad employees In
the Western States, The feeling among
organized worklngmen Is in favor of
united action all over the country, but
ae yet there are no plans as to what ac-
tion should be taken, and no general plan
will be agreed upon for some time.

"While we stand reauy to transport
1,000 men I urn not prepared to say
when they will be moved. We have
heard nothing to-d- from Gen. Bcho-Hel- d

In that connection. Should the
men be sent It will be dons as quietly
as possible.

"If the faot of their being ordered
to a certain point were made publla the
telegraphing ahead of the news would
give the strikers an opportunity to In-

terfere with their progress should they
be so Inclined.

"For myself I do not think It advtsib'.e
to take regular troop aay from New
York under existing conlltl:ns. There
is no question, however, that regulars
are the proper soldiers to cope with
rioters.

"The mtlltla Is efficient In some cases,
but the trouble Is that Its member are
localized, and there Is always some little
sympathy existing among State troops
for the labor cause. Many of them are
members of labor organization.

"The proper troops to handle rioters
are cither regular or militia brought
from a dirtanco.

"There Is no doubt but that there will
be little quarter given the rioters nftsr
the President's proclamation has been
posted.

"I say that tt a man now uncouples
a train kill h'm Ho Is an enemy to the
Government."

Major-Ge- O. O. Howard came
over from Governor's Island on the S.30

Kaily this morning the stock-

yards police hnd another encoun-
ter with rioters. Several shots were
fired, but no one was Injured. The
troublo occurred at Fortieth street and
Kmeratd avenue. A packing-hous- e

firm attempted to move some dressed
beef. ;The strikers' discovered the at-
tempt and tried to Intimidate the team-
ster.

The police were called and the crowd
resisted all efforts to disperse them.
The police then fired a volley over the
heads of the strikers, which caused
them to disperse. Six of them were
arrested, charged with riot.

HIiutK Flreil by Mllltla.
Several shots rlrcd by the mllltla on

guard at Forty-nlnt- h and Loom!
streets at I o'clock this morning gave
rise to the rumor that the rioters were
gathering In large force and that an- -

other encounter was Imminent with the
soldiers Several persons had been seen
prowling around the vicinity by the
sentinels nnd as a box had been fired
a short time before, the shot were
fired to warn the Intruders to keep away
and avoid trouble.

Two more freight car were fired and
destroyed at Halsied street, on the
Oram! Trunk, last nigh' and a number
of other small Incendiary fires wero set.

AnurcliUt Drilling-- .

About midnight tt was discovered by
the police tlmt a notorious Anarchist was
drilling a hundred of his fellows In a
hall at Ashland and Forty-nint- h streots,
n hot-be- d of foreigners, but they became
alarmed and scattered before a raid was
made.

They were warned to make way, but no
attention nn.i paid to the admonition,
nnd we gave It to them." One man was
killed tn far as I know now, Hnd four
or icore uomided, how badly I am not
lnfoi Med."
